W&W Service Company (“W&W”) has applied for an adjustment of its rates 

pursuant to 807 KAR 5:076.1 On September 1, 2004, Commission Staff, pursuant to 

807 KAR 5:001, requested that W&W provide certain information to substantiate its 

application and demonstrate that it was a Kentucky corporation in good standing and 

had legal standing to conduct business in the Commonwealth.  On September 8, 2004, 

W&W refused to file the requested information.  

As W&W has the burden of proof to demonstrate that the proposed rate is just 

and reasonable, KRS 278.190(3), and as it refuses to submit information necessary to 

determine the reasonableness of its proposed rate, the Commission finds the 

application should be dismissed.  

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that W&W’s application is dismissed without 

prejudice and is removed from the Commission’s docket.

1 W&W tendered its application on March 9, 2004.  The Commission found 
several deficiencies in W&W’s application which were cured on August 16, 2004.  The 
application was accepted for filing on that date.
